Asiatic wages and conditions. 
The 


great consuming population in Europe 
and America are the laboiera, farmers 
and general producers. Decrease their 
wages and you decrease their consump- 
tion. Poverty will compel them to 
buy the cheap products of foreign 
lands, and tariffs that might ordinar- 
ily afford some relief to them \\ill be 
denounced as adding to their burdens. 


In the opinion of Senator Teller the 


greatest enemy of 
the protective 


system is he who advocates the gold 
standard. 
Republicans who believe in 


blindly following the 
gold leadeis 


should make a note of this. Senator 
Teller has always been an advocate of 
protection and he believes that its great- 
est enemies are those who support the j 
gold trust. 
He says the people will 


change the peesent monetary system 
and bring the country back to that i 
state of prosperity and progress which, 
with our great natural advantages and 
intelligent, industrious people, we are 
entitled to enjoy. He does not believe 
like ex-Governor Colcord that the sil- 
ver cause is losing ground, and he will 
not abandon it. 


Ex-Governor Colcord takes a purely 


partisan view of_the financial question; 
Senator Teller discusses it from the 
standpoint of the statesman.

District Attorney 
Norcrossand Messrs. Torreyson & Sum- 
merfield appeared for the plaintiff, 
and W. E. F. Deal for the defendant.

OABSON CITY May 4,1896. 


A closely packed crowd of citizens, 


including many ladies, were at the 
U. S. District Courtroom this morning, 
to see and hear sentence pronounced 
upon Johnny Jones. Many were un- 
able to obtain entrance and had to oc- 
cupy the hallway, with the Courtroom 
doois left open for them to see and 
hear what they could. 


The Court being called to order, 


Judge Hawley stated that the time had 
come for pronouncing sentence upon 
John T. Jones, and said- 


"Mr. Jones, you were indicted by the 


Grand Jury of the State of Nevada foi 
the crime of larceny, in the feloniously 
taking from the Carson mint gold 
metal, the property of the United 
States. You have had two trials, in 
both of which you have pleaded not 
guilty. The first jury disagreed, but 
this last jury, after fair and impartial 
consideration, pronounced you guilty 
as charged in the indictment. Have 
you now any legal cause to shoft why 
sentence of the Conrt should not be 
pronounced against you ?" 


Attorney Woodburn, attorney for the 


defense, said: 


"Your Honor, defendant instructs 


me to state that he has nothing to offer 
why the judgment of'the Court should 
not now be pronounced." 


His Honor proceeded substantially 


as follows: 


It is evident to everybody that the 


feeling in this community regarding 
you and the charges made against you 
is very different from what it was 
when the mint trial first commenced. 
At that time, generally speaking, f 
large and responsible portion of the 
community, among whom you was very 
popular, looked upon your prosecution 
more as a persecution on the part of 
the United States officials and that yon 
could not possibly bo convicted by a 
jury of your fellow-citizens. 


Even through the progress of the 


Heney trials, previous to yours, for the 
same crime, popular opinion seemed to 
be against the charge of this wrong do- 
ing, on the part of both Heney and 
yourself, and every 
influence 
was 


brought to bear in your defense, yel 
to-day I am proud to say that the ends 
of Justice have boon reached, and the 
majesty of the law triumphantly sus 
tained. 


On occasions like this 1 have some- 


times wished that I possessed the 
power, the magnetism to impress upon 
the minds of the ynung people of the 
communitj, the true and absolute idea 
that they shoild each and all be true 
and loyal to the laws of the community 
and the Government, their only shield 
and protection in life. The result of 
this trial has been perfectly satisfactory 
to me in a just and legal point of view, 
because the verdict of the jury has 
proven to be just beyond all question. 
I have no desire to say anything fur- 
ther to wound your feelings, for you 
certainly know that I have been influ- 
enced throughout by a desire to per- 
form my sworn duty by our Govern- 
ment, our people and yonrsolf, impar- 
tially and true. 


The sentence of this Court is that 


jou be confined in the State Prison of 
the State of Nevada for a period of 
eight years at hard labor and be fined 
in the sum of $5,000. 


And now Mr. Jones you have it in 


your power to lessen this term of im- 
prisonment byastript obedience to the 
rules and regulations of the prison, 
aud I desire to impress upon your mind 
;he necessity of obeying the laws, rnles 
and instructions of that instiiution. 
By so doing, make your time there as 
short as possible, thinking of your wife 
and children, of your many true friends. 
You are yet a young man and will come 
out of prison with a long life before 
you, with this being a very impressive 
lesson vo seek by an honest life and fu- 
ture endeavor to blot out the stain you 
have placed upon yourself and family. 


Johnny Jones listened very seriously 


and respectfully, taking his medicine 
like a philosopher, and Court ad jonrued 
:ill 1U o'clock to-morrow morning. 


Shortly before noon Jones was taken 


to State Prison in a pi .vate conveyance 
accompanied by Warden Henderson 
und th° Secretary of the Prison.
